CHARACTER IN HAIR. 


Woman May Dissemble with Kjea, Nos« 


and Lips, but with Hair, Itever. 


Said a hotel man: "I start out in my 


reading of a woman by her hair with the 
quite generally known and accepted prin- 
ciple that the finer thehair the gentler the 
birth, or the better, higher grade the fam- 
ily stock from which she came, and hav- 
ing thus determined whether she is of 
gentle or rude birth, I rely upon tlie 
amount of care which her hair shows to 
have had in order to obtain the key to 
her mode of life. A brilliant, glossy ef- 
fect, even in connection with the finest 
feminine hair, ib Che result only of long 
and most careful attention, while in the 
case of coarse hair, indicating, to a less or 
greater extent, rude birth, a high degree 
of glossiness is utterly impossible. 


"And 
now I will give you a principle or 


rule that you will probably laugh at, but 
it stands for a fact nevertheless; it is that 
the closer the ends of the hair cling to- 
gether when unaffected by an artificial 
force, the more intellectuality does the 
owner possess. When the ends, and parti- 
cularly the body, of the hair show a ten- 
dency to curl, it is an infallible sign that 
the owner has inherent grace and poetic 
ease of body.

Tree Cutting by Machine. 


A firm at Chelsea, England, has intro- 


duced an improved form of steam tree fell- 
ing and cross cutting machine. The ma- 
chine is mounted upon a strong axle, sup- 
ported on a pair of wheels of such diameter 
as to enable the saw to cut through a tree 
at a height of about three feet from the 
ground. This skeleton carriage is Atted 
with a pair of shafts which renders it real- 
ly transportable through the forest. After 
the tree is felled, the entire machine can 
be constantly rotated on its axis, so that 
by simply turning a band wheel the saw 
can be set to cut in a vertical direction or 
any angle between the horizontal and ver- 
tical positions. It generally happens when 
a large tree falls that it does not lie fiat, as 
its branches hold the tipper part of the 
trunk off the ground, and so in order to 
crosscut trees in such positions'it is neces- 
sary to incline the saw somewhat f i om a 
direct vertical line, which is readilydrawn 
by the adjustment described. 


Again, in order to crosscut through a 


high lying trunk it is necessary to elevate 
the saw, or, on the other hand, in tbe case 
of a low lying log, to depress it. To effect 
this slotted stays are attached to each 
shaft, the lower ends of the stays being 
pivoted to short stakes driven into the 
ground. A short bolt passing through 
each shaft takes into the slot in each stay, 
to which it can be instantly set fast by 
means of a nut furnished with a handle, 
and thus, by raising or depressing the 
shafts, the saw can be set at the required 
elevation to suit logs lying in any position. 
—New York Telegram.

How Snakes Get Over Ground. 


Although the snake appears to have no 


legs or feet, it may be said to be practically 
supplied with upward of a hundred pairs 
of them. In fact each joint of the back- 
bone bears a pair of ribs, which are mobile, 
and have their points attached to the inner 
surface of one of the large transverse plate- 
like scales which clothe the under surface of 
the body. Thus, by the movements of the 
ribs attached to it, each plate can be drawn 
forward and its margin applied to the 
ground. By the successive application of 
these multitudinous plates the body can 
be drawn forward in a straight line with- 
out its being thrown into undulations from 
side to side. 


But rapid movements are also effected 


by such undulations, and serpents can, by 
pressure and appropriate muscular action, 
climb trees and sometimes spring forward. 
They also swim easily by lateral flexures, 
but no serpents advance by vertical bend- 
ings of the body, though they are so often 
drawn in such an attitude.—Quarterly Re- 
view.

* The celebrated French electrician, D'Ar 
Bonvol, has been making investigations 
into the physiological effects of continuou 
and alternating electric currents. Con 
tinuous currents have no action on the 
nerves. In order to contract a nerve neai 
the diaphragm it is necessary to emploj 
one ten-thousandth part of a volt. 
D'Arsonval contends that nonexcitability 
depends on the constitution and on the 
nature of the nerves. The effects of alter 
noting currents are quite different. It ie 
necessary, first of all, to distinguish be- 
tween currents of low frequency and cur 
rents of high frequency. If a current t§ 
passed between the two hind paws of a 
dog, or between one front and one hinul 
paw, respiration is suspended. In the case 
of an accident by alternating currents 
artificial respiration should be performed

If you are bow leggei 
don't press your knees together fvoin 
sentiment of false shame. Don't inflat 
jyour ch st to the point of explosion be 
cause you like to hear a herculean meos 
lure called out to the clerk. 


Tell tl e cutter clearly and concisely th 


jeffcct* which you desire, and see that li 
•makes memoranda. It he puts on wha 
(Dr. Holmescalls'the "gingerbread rabbi 
expression," signifying a total lack of in 
terest In the subject, you may bo sure tha 
ho intends to cut the cloth entirely by sys 
tem. In that case you have about on 
chance in a thousand of being fitted. Le 
the, cutter understand that you want th 
clothe for some mythical average man. I 
you liave had trouble in getting suitec 
heretofore, describe it. 
. Now, suppose that you are trying on the 
suit and examining It critically. We wil 
begin wi th the coat. Be sure that you an 
jfully iulo it. If the tailor pulls it infcc 
place he can mako it look all right for u 
low minutes, or as long as you keep still 
jbut, unfortunately, you will not always 
have tliM benefit of his assistance. 
So 


[make yourself certain that the coat has 
borne as near to your body in every place 
bit will. 


Then look it over carefully. If it doesn't 


"break" over the shoulder you are in luck 
Most cou'a do. In the most common case 
you notice the "break" or wrinkle just 
forward of your collar bone; a. tightness 
over tlie top button; a pinching just in 
front of the arm and a little surplus cloth 
jjust in front of tho shoulder blade. Exam- 
ine carefully for these defects and then 
watch the tailor mark the alterations. Il 
he know:') his business he will locate the 
trouble where, perhaps, you wouldn't sus- 
pect it—in the shoulder point, as it is 
marked i n the diagram. If he tolls yon 
that ho can get tho fullness out with an 
iron or by a little change in the seam or 
the top of tho shoulder, don't yon believa 
him. 
Tell him that the shoulder is "too 


straight." That is the technical term. It 
means that the line of the gorge or curve 
for the nock is not deflected sufficiently. 
That throws tho shoulder point into the 
wrong place. That is the critical spot in a 
coat. 


Tailors will frequently tell you that the 


"break" 'nt the shoulder could not be reme- 
died. That is nonsense. You will not get 
that story while the tailor is trying to get 
raur order. Make him fix it till you are 


thai the coat presses equally upon 


3very part of tho shoulder. It is often 
sasy to sea that the ends are bearing all 
[lie weight of the garment. 
This in- 


<uros your dissatisfaction. A very hollow 
shoulder may need a little padding, but 
jsually a resort to that remedy indicates a 
leficiency in your tailor's grasp of his busi- 
ness. 


A low collar, drawing away from the 


:ieck, is caused by a short back part; a col- 
ar that wants to climb over your head 
,vben you sit down results from too much 
length iu the back part. Sometimesathree 
jr four button cutaway looks fairly well 
ivith only the top button fastened, but as 
'Don as the others are fastened it pushes 
ip and wrinkles at the neck. 


Always try a coat unbuttoned, no mat- 


ter whether it is ever to be worn that way. 
Vote your side view with the coat unbut- 
.oned. II it hangs off. the back is too 
hort. If it hangs from the front so that 
he back shows a tendency to wrinkle 
Igainst tlie body, the front is too short. 
Jo not be persuaded to accept either. 
' There in nothing to say of vests. Any 
Bailor should make a vest fit well. But 
;he pantaloons —oh, there's the 
rnbl 


Where is the genius who shall rise and 
lell us how to prevent bagging'at the 
kneef It may be ameliorated, but that ie 
all. When it is excessive the fault is not 
in the cut at the knee, but in what the 
tailor would call the length of stride. This 
means tho extra cloth on the back, from 
;he knee up, which enables the leg to ex- 
;cnd or bend without difficulty. 


The necessity for this e:ttra cloth pre- 


vents the existence of a perfect pair oi 
pantaloons. There must always bo too 
much fullness at a point back of the thigh 
bo look w«sll when tho wearer of the panta- 
loons is st anding erect. But this necessity 
should not be made to excuse wrinkles all 
bho-way down the baok of the leg. There 
may be plenty of cloth to prevent excess- 
ive bagging at the knee, and It may be so 
lisposed us to conceal its superfluity. 


The man with broad hips ihouldmake 


iis tailor Mlow for that unusual "beam," 
jut never let him run th« fullness all the 
way down to the knee. This results In 
those wrinkles at the sides from the knee 
ap which are so distressing to a man who 
» sensitive about his dress.—New York 
Advertiser.
